Satellite was 
developed 
by Munich firm

n its latest mission the US space 
shuttle Challenger had on board 
an innovation for which manufacturers 
in tfie Federal E of Germany 
largely responsible.. ا‎ 
N he fist time the Challenger 
put a satellite into orbit that was later 
recovered and brought back to earth. 

The SPAS-O1, short for Shuttle Pallet 
Sntellile, was designed and built by 
Messerschnitt-Bölkow-Blohm (MBB) 
in Ottobrunn, near Munich, ا‎ 

The Munich aerospace firm used its 
own resources while collaborating with 
Nasa.
